In the reference 2% cited, the Transport Commissioner, AP, has 
stated that the AP Road safety Council meeting was held’ on 
14.02.2022, Chaired by the Hon’ble Chief Minister at CM Camp Office, 
Tadepalli and after detailed discussion on Road accident scenario in the 
State where in more than 8000 lives are lost every year, it was resolved 
to make concentrated effort to reduce the number of accidents and 
fatalities by at least 15% during this year. Hon’ble Chief Minister 
directed to focus on the following item: 


“while cashless treatment for road accident victims is being 
proposed by MoRTH(Ministry of Road Transport and 
Highways) on a_ national scale, it needs to be dovetailed 
with YSR Aarogyasri Scheme in AP, in which only the citizens 
of AP who meet with accidents in AP are covered. As poor 
persons and drivers from other State who are victims of road 
accidents in AP also need immediate help it is resolved in the 
council that citizens of other States also need to be 
provided with help under YSR Aarogyasri Scheme without 
insisting on YSR Aarogyasri Cards”. 


2. Therefore, the Transport Commissioner, AP, has requested to 
implement the instructions of Hon’ble Chief Minister and provide cashless 
treatment to the drivers belonging to other States who meet with 
accidents in Andhra Pradesh without insisting for YSR Aarogyasri card till 
the time the National Scheme becomes operational.

The Chief Executive Officer, Dr. YSR Aarogyasri Health Care Trust, 
has informed that for all Road accident victims including 


Drivers/Passengers the cashless treatment at empanelled Hospitals will be 
initiated by following the procedure as shown below. 


1. 


All victims taken to hospital by 108 ambulances/directly taken to 
hospital by caretaker. 


. TID may be initiated by MEDCO to take approval without insisting for 


Aarogyasri Card and new nomenclature preferably TID-A may be 
implemented to show the difference between regular TID intimations 
and Road Traffic Accidents related intimations. 


. The general pre-auth time 3 days(72 hours) followed by TID may be 


relaxed to seven days expecting that the patient may be capable of 
giving the ID details for Inpatient Registration. 


. In case the Road Accident Victim is Aarogyasri Card holder the 


further process of preauthorization will be continued like any other 
Aarogyasri beneficiary. 


. In case the victim is non Aarogyasri card holder belonging to AP (or) 


other side of AP State residents DC may be directed to issue CMCO 
card after obtaining any other ID like Aadhar card. 


. May also consider to make IT changes so that alerts will be 


generated to Aarogyamithra’s to send the SMS to DC for issue CMCO 
to Road Accident Victims who don’t have Aarogyasri Card.

5. Government after careful examination of the proposal of the Transport 
Commissioner, AP, hereby accord permission to the Chief Executive 
Officer, Dr. YSR Aarogyasri Health Care Trust, A.P., to provide cashless 
treatment to road accident victims belonging to other States and persons 
not having Dr. YSR Arogyasri cards in all the empanelled hospitals under 
Arogyasri Scheme by issuing CMCO card till the time the National 
Scheme becomes operational and to prepare SOP to ensure that facility 
is not misused. 


6. The Chief Executive Officer, Dr.YSR Aarogaysri Health Care Trust, AP, 
Mangalagiri and Transport Commissioner, AP, Vijayawada shall take further 
necessary action in the matter.
